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Covent Garden Market. There seems to have 
been a market for flowers, fruit, and vegetables at Co¬ 
vent Garden quite early in the century, but the 
present market buildings date from 1»81. When Hunger- 
ford Market vanished it was the only important veget¬ 
able and flower market in the Metropolis. Recent 
additions to the buildings forming Covent Garden have 
greatly increased the utility of this popular centre for 
greengrocers and fruiterers. 
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
